OKLAHOMA CITY, (AP)—De- 


fense attorneys toda> filed a mo- 
tion in U. S. district court asking 
that the admitted slayer of six 
persons be judged mentally in- 
competent to assist in his defense. 


The move if successful would 


save William E. Cook, 23, Joplin, 
Missouri ex-convict, from a pos- 
sible death penalty under the 
Lindberg Kidnap act. 


Killed Five 


Cook is charged with kidnaping 


and doing bodily harm to the Carl 
Mosser family of five from At- 
wood, 311. He admitted kidnaping 
the Mosser family Dec. 30 in Okla- 
homa county and after forcing 
them to ride witii him at gun point 
in a three day trip of terror, killed 
them. He damped their bodies in 
an abandoned mine at Joplin, Mo. 


Cook 
also 
admitted 
slaying 


Robert Dewey, Seattle, in Califor- 
nia after he killed the Mossers. He 
was captured in Mexico Jan. 14. 


No Sanity Hearing 


Gomer Smith, Sr., one of Cook's 


court appointed attorneys, said 
the legal move is not a request for 
a sanity hearing, but simply to 
determine Cook's mental compe- 
tency for assisting in his defense, 


If the motion is granted by Dis- 


trict Judge Stephen S. Chandler, 
Cook would be examined by a 
court appointed psychiatrist who

Reds Have 35 
Divisions in 
West Europe 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


Soviet Union now has a fully ar- 
mored or mechanized force of 35 
divisions in east Germany and 
Poland alone, the state department 
says, and has restored east Ger- 
man railways which would serve 
as supply lines from Russia in 
the event of war. 


Additionally, the state depart- 


ment report based on "current in- 
telligence" said, the East German 
Communist party on Jan. 15 be- 
gan a large scale purge of its 
ranks aimed at eliminating weak 
links. 


The department's Office of Pub- 


lic Affairs gave this information 
in an official publication yester- 
day picturing'the background of 
recent Soviet pressures on Ger- 
many. 


The report came just when the 


Big Four powers appeared to be 
rearing agreement on plans for a 
"peace" conference. 
It 
ques- 


tioned 
whether 
Russia 
really 


wants a Big Four meeting. Unless 
the powers can agree on discus- 
sing basic differences other than 
Germany there would be 
little 


point in meeting, it said.

Near at Dam 
In Rock River 


Water boiled in the Rock river

The Rock river was 1.9 feet 


above normal at noon oday, an 
increase of .2 feet since yesterday. 
By midmorning 10,452 cubic feet 
of water a second were pouring 
over the dam. By noon the rate 
was 11,260 feet a second. 


Planking supported by iron rods 


is laid across the top of the dam 
to protect it from ice.

when the large chunk broke off 
this morning it swept away 20 per 
cent of the boarding, INU report- 
ed.

Army Charges

WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


government today charged a New 
Jersey meat packing firm, its 
vice president and two soldiers 
with conspiracy to deliver inferior 
meats to the army. 


Atty. Gen. McGrath announced 


a federal grand jury at Newark 
indicted the group a few minutes 
before noon, accusing them of "a 
scheme to defraud the govern- 
ment" 


The justice department said the 


firm, Ben Grunstein and Sons Co., 
Hoboken,' N. J., had "corrupted 
the army inspectors" by gifts and 
money payments in order to have 
them "approve for delivery to the 
army large quantities of inferior 
meat." 


The department said the indict- 


ment named in addition to the 
company, its vice president and 
secretary, W i l l i a m Grunstein, 
former army captain John J. Jones 
of Easton, Md., and Army Ser- 
geant 
Samuel A. Auman of

Judge Edward J. Turnbaugh ruled 
today that a "slotless" slot ma- 
chine "is a gambling device per 
Se." He ordered it destroyed. 


The machine was seized Jan. 4 


at the White Elephant tavern, op- 
erated by Beulah Whitsit. Instead 
of dropping coins through a slot 
on winning combinations, it reg- 
isters winnings on an electrically 
operated meter. The prosecution 
contended the player purchases 
the number of plays he wishes to 
make at five cents or 10 cents 
each and pays the house for them. 


He starts play with the number 


of plays registered on the meter. 
Each play without a winner re- 
duces the number left, but a 
winning combination adds to them. 
The state contended payment, if 
any, 
is made to the player on 


demand. 


Judge Turnbaugh

such a machine "cannot be legal- 
ized any more than putting a 
dress and bonnet on the wolf in 
'Little Red Riding Hood' made him 
'Grandma.' " 


Defense Counsel Benjamin Stew- 


art contended the $500 device had 
been purchased by the tavern only 
for entertainment of its custo- 
mers. but Judge Turnbaugh said 
the argument "strained my cre- 
dulity."

Illinois Labor tatvs and Farm 


Labor.—Farm labor is generally 
not included in Illinois laws on 
labor. 
The position 
of 
farm 


labor with reference to some of the 
most important of these laws is 
as follows: 


1. An a<:t making eight hours a 


legal day's work—1867. 


"This act shall not . . . , in any 


sense, be held to apply to farm 
labor." 


2. An act to promote the wel- 


fare of wage-earners 
by 
regu- 


lating the assignment of wages 
—1935. 


This 
act 
provides that 
no 


assignment of wages earned or to 
"be earned shall be valid unless it 
meets certain requirements of this 
act, among which are that it shall 
be in writing, signed by the wage 
earner and given to 
secure an 


existing debt. This act includes 
farm laborers. 


3. The 
Illinois 
Health 
and 


Safety Act—1936. Farm employ- 
ment is excluded from this act by 
the language used in the work- 
men's compensation act: "Nothing 
contained in this 
act 
shall be 


construed to apply to any work, 
employment or operations done, 
had or conducted by farmers and 
others engaged in farming, tillage 
of the soil or stock-raising, or to 
those who rent, demise or lease 
land for any such purposes, or to 
anyone in their employ, or to any 
work done on a farm or country 
place, no matter what kind of

CHICAGO—Dr. L. D. Baver, 


formerly with the Ohio State 
agronomy department, 
declared 


that the blame for soil erosion 
usually rests on poor soil manage- 
ment rather than on washing 
rains. 


"When we ask the question, 


'How serious is soil erosion? " he 


id, "we probably Kave phrased 


query wrongly. A oetter ques- 


tion would be 'How s:nous is poor 
•oil management ?'" 


Affects People 


Poor soil management, he said, 


affects more people than soil ero- 
sion. It affects people on level 
lands as well as rolling and hilly 
areas. Good soil management on 
the rolling .ands includes more 
than erosion control. 


"Good soil management," he 


Qsaid, "is closely allied to good 


farm managemerit. You do not put 
grass on a hillside just to control 
erosion or to make the country- 
side look green. Grasj is planted 
there to make feed for a cow that 
will produce milk that will help 
rear a better coy or girl, that is 
to change the economics of the 
area."

He pointed out that good soil 


^Management can restore exhaust- 


ed land to profitable crop produc- 
tion.

Rabid Foxes Attack Humans, 
Farm Animals; Vaccine Answer 


Rabies, one of the oldest deadly 


diseases, has for centuries been a 
plague to man and animals. Once 
contracted this disease is fatal and 
to date no medication has been 
produced that will cure rabies. 
Fortunately there has been a vac- 
cine perfected that will protect 
animals from contracting this 
dreaded disease and an anti-rabic 
(Pasteur) treatment for man who 
has been bitten by a rabid animal. 


It is well known that not only 


dogg have the rabies infection. It 
also occurs in all wild animals, 
foxes, squirrels, swine, cats, etc. 
And rabies infection among foxes 
of an area is not uncommon. It 
is not infrequent that people are 
viciously attacked by foxes which 
have invaded farm yards and farm 
buildings. Several reports received 
over recent months have indicated 
rabid fox attacks 
upon 
farm 


animals, both in pastures and in 
farm yards and buildings. Such

cinated by a veterinarian? This 
should be done annually. In this 
way we can keep the public free 
from rabies.

In this article we continue our 


discussion of two-hand Canasta. 
In my favorite variety of this 
game, you draw two cards at each 
turn but discard only one. 


In this game, the advantage 


lies with the player who manages 
to keep picking up the discard 
pile. The pkayer who picks up 
the first substantial discard pile 
can usually manage to keep con- 
trol of the pile for the rest of the 
hand. His opponent is not com- 
pletely helpless, since his hand 
will increase one card at each turn. 


However, the hand will usually 


not end until the stock pile has 
been more than half exhausted; 
so that the player who has control 
of the discard pile has 
enough 


time to get his melds down on the 
table'without hurrying toe- much. 


In order to win control of the 


discard pile you must pay a great 
deal of attention to the way the 
very first pile builds up. Unless 
you start out with a plan, you will 
usually find that you have come 
to the end of your safe discards 
at a time when your opponent 
still has two or three safe discards 
left. 


Your first two or three discards 


should usually be high cards that 
you don't need. As you know, 
from ordinary Canasta, low cards 
may be slightly 
safer 
discards 


than high cards. However, you 
should make slightly dangerous 
discards at the very beginning of 
a hand and become progressively 
more cautious as the pile builds 
up. It is no tragedy if your op- 


ponent picks Up a very small dis- 
card pile; but you weep bitter 
tears if he picks up a very large 
pile. At the same time that you 
are making and planning your 
own discards, you must pay very 
careful attention to those of your 
opponent. Since he will usually 
throw cards that he cannot use, 
you must plan to match those dis- 
cards fairly soon. 


The chances are, if he discards 


a queen, that you can safely throw 
a queen one or two rounds later. 
He may have 
by that tune, 
against it. 


a pair of queens 
but the odds are 


This leads to an important prin- 


ciple of deception. If you know 
that your opponent is watching 
your discards and will 
try to 


match them, you must occasional- 
ly trap him into throwing some- 
thing that you actually 
want. 


Thus, you throw a card that you 
really want about half the time as 
one of your first three discards. 


Be careful not to make it always 


your first discard, or always your 
second. Your opponent will even- 
tually figure out that sometimes 
one of your early discards is a 
trap; but he won't know which is 
the trap discard and will there- 
fore still be in the dark.

WASHINGTON, (AP)—An un- 


expected shift in air force policy 
has cancelled recalls to duty for 
18,000 volunteer reserves and de- 
layed indefinitely the recall of 
perhaps 60,000 others. 


The new plan affects only what 


are known as volunteer reserves— 
about 60,000 airmen 
(non-com- 


Missioned) and about 20,000 of- 
ficers—who were being called up 
involuntarily. 
It does not apply 


to members of air force organized 
reserve units, or to about 2.000 
volunteer reserve 
specialist 
in 


certain skills. 


The air force said yesterday the 


change in plans was made possible 
by the response of voluntary en- 
listments and re-enlistments. There 
were indications, however, that 
igprtage of facilities had much to 
ao with the decision. The big 
call-up of virtually all reserves 
was announced Jan. 18.

Pennsylvania Road Stands 
Accused of Manslaughter 


NEW 
BRUNSWICK, N. J., 


(AP)—The giant 
Pennsylvania 


railroad stands accused of man- 
slaughter on 84 separate 
indict- 


ments today—exactly two weeks 
after "The Broker" crashed 
at 


Woodbridge with the loss of 84 
lives. 


The indictments, in the names 


of each of the dead commuters, 
were returned last night by the 
Middlesex county grand Jury to 
climax its probe into the disaster 
—the nation's worst since 1918. 


If convicted on each count, the 


railroad faces a maximum fine of 
$84.000. 


Since no individual defendants 


were named in the indictments, 
which charged that the company 
did "feloniously kill and slay" the 
84 riders, jail terms are not possi- 
ble. 


Might Revoke Franchise 


Legal experts said there was a 


remote possibility that the state's 
attorney general might instigate 
further legal proceedings against 
the road aimed at revoking its op- 
erating franchise in New Jersey. 


There was no immediate com-. 


ment from Pennsylvania officials. 


Middlesex County Judge Charles 


M. Morris set March 2 as the date 
for .the railroad to enter pleas to 
the indictments. 


The indictments were the first 


of any kind returned since the dis- 
aster—worst since 115 persons 
died in a rail accident near Nash- 
ville, Tenn., in 1918. 


Another official 
investigation 


into the wreck is being conducted 
by the New Jersey Public Utility 
commission. 


Still another .that of the Inter- 


state Commerce commission in 
New York, was branded a "white- 
wash" of the combat at its con- 
clusion last week by Benjamin 
Van Tine, assistant New Jersey 
attorney general.

State Official Apologizes, 
Will Testify to Grand Jury 


SPRINGFIELD—(AP)—A state 


official who balked at testifying 
yesterday before a grand jury in- 
vestigating state contract agreed 
today to appear again and answer 
questions. 


The official, Leo Pflum of Spring- 


field, superintendent of the state 
division of printing, apologized for 
his action to State's Attorney 
George P. Cautrakon. 


Coutrakon told Pflum that his 


offer of "future cooperation and 
your apology both are very accept- 
able." Pflum has been summoned 
to appear again Monday, when the 
Sangamon county grand jury re- 
sumes its probe. 


Investigate Commissions 


The state's attorney said the 


jury is 
investigating 
whether 


State Rep. James J. Adduci, Chi- 
cago Republican, was paid $5,000 
in commissions on state envelopes 
purchased from the Central Enve- 
lope & Lithographing company of 
Chicago. 


Coutrakon said the state consti- 


tution forbids a legislator from 
profting, directly or indirectly, 
from a state contract. 


Pflum testified for a half hour 


before the grand jury yesterday 
and then refused to answer more 
questions on the ground the tes- 
timony might tend to incriminate 
him, Coutrakon told reporters. 


The prosecutor later sent a let- 


ter to Governor Stevenson suggest- 
ing an investigation of the state 
division of printing in view of 
rflum's refusal to testify. 


"Faulty Judgment" 


After the letter was posted, 


Pflum said he was "guilty of faul- 
ty judgment" in leaving the grand 
jury room and that he was "will- 
ing to answer whatever questions" 
were asked. When Coutrakon re- 
ceived Pflum's telegram, he ac- 
cepted the apology and asked the 
state official to resume his testi- 
mony Monday. 


Pflum, who was appointed divi- 


sion superintendent by Governor 
Stevenson last month, has been 
employed in the state printing of- 
fice for 18 years. 


Besides Pflum, the grand jury 


heard Robert Willis, chief clerk of 
the state auditor's office which 
paid $21,000 to the Chicago en- 
velope firm, and company officials 
headed by Michael De Tolve, pres-

Polio Becoming Rarer; That's 
Why More Adults Contract It 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE

CHAPEL HTT.T., N. C., (AP) — 


Polio is becoming rarer and that 
may be why epidemics are- larger, 
why more adults get it, why there 
is more paralysis of victims and 
why more of them die. 


This paradoxical possibility was 


explained today by Dr. Edward 
G. McGavran, dean of the school 
of public health, University of 
North Carolina. It is based on 
the probability that formerly al- 
most everyone at some time suf- 
fered a mild polio attack, and that 
a larger and larger number of us 
escape the mild form today.

very name, infantile paralysis, Dr. 
McGavran said, comes from the 
fact that originally this disease 
mostly attacked infants. It was 
then so commonplace that possi- 
bly nearly every infant contracted 
it, but most of the cases were 
mild or unrecognized. 


Polio, he said, has gone 
the 


same way as many other infant 


child diseases, and is no longer 


so common. 


Confers Immunity 


The mild cases apparently con- 


ferred 
lifelong immunity, and 


nearly everyone was immunized 
early in life. Now, not so many 
of us are immune, and if that is 
true, Dr. McGavran eays, it ex- 
plains the increase among adults. 
There are also more older chil- 
dren getting polio for the same 
reason. 


Why there should be more par- 


alysis and more deaths, Dr. Mv- 
Gavran says is not certain, but 
this too can be explained readily 
if polio is like most other diseases. 
Each disease is likely to do more 
harm to some special Bge group 
than to other ages.

The full significance of Premier 


Stalin's foreign policy statement 
remains obscure, but -the consensus 
among Western nations is that the 
Bolshevist leader isn't holding out 
any olive branch, to the democra- 
cies. 


That is to say, his pronounce- 


ment is propaganda calculated to 
bolster 
the 
Communist cause. 


About the only point of agreement 
Western statesmen find with the 
Bolshevist prime minister is his 
statement that war is not yet in- 
evitable. 


Would Be Back-Flop 


Of course if Stalin were turn- 


ing to peace suddenly, after hav- 
ing waked world revolution un- 
ceasingly for more than a gen- 
eration, it would be about the big- 
gest back-flop of history. So we 
can cross off any idea that there 
has been any sudden change in 
Moscow's policy of continuing the 
ideological war to the bitter end. 


Naturally speculation has pro- 


duced numerous ideas of what Sta- 
lin may have in mind. One that 
is being discussed in American big 


business circles is that Stalin, by 
suggesting the peace theme, may 
be trying to produce an economic 
depression in the United States 
where the economy now is'based 
heavily on defensive rearmament. 


The rearmament program, for 


instance, helps the stock market 
to maintain a high peaV. Aban- 
donment of rearmament would 
cause a serious dislocation. 


Rely on Depressions 


The causing of economic depres- 


sion in non-Communist countries, 
in order to soften them up for 
Red conquest, is one of Moscow's 
favorite tactics. And it is one of 
her most devastating weapons. 


Stalin's assertion that the Unit- 


ed Nations is dooming itself to 
disintegration, with America lead- 
ing it to war, also have attracted 
considerable speculation. Some ob- 
servers figure that he may be pre- 
paring to withdraw Russia and 
her satellites from the peace or- 
ganization. He already has his 
own "United Nations" in the So- 
viet bloc. 


Plain Language 


Obvious backing for Red China 


was conveyed in Stalin's blunt 


statement that Washington and 
London must accept 
Peiping's 


terms -for & Far East settlement 
if American forces escape defeat 
in Korea. 


There isn't much 
obscurity, 


either, in the premier's charge 
that the British government is in 
favor of unleashing an aggressive 
war in concert with the United 
States. 


Sabre rattling by Moscow may 


be unpleasant to listen to, but it 
doesn't frighten the major west- 
ern powers. However, it might be 
true that sabre rattling would 
keep in line some Red satellite 
states which are beginning to lean 
towards "Titoism," the modified 
Communism which refuses 
to 


place the sovereignty of the state 
in Russia's hands. This likely was 
in Stalin's mind.

Andre Gide, French Nobel Prize 
Winner, Dies of Pneumonia 


PARIS, (AP)—Andre Gide, 81, 


considered France's greatest man 
of letters, died of pneumonia last 
night. He won the Nooel prize for 
literature in 1947. 


Gide wrote more than 50 books. 


His best known novels' are "The 
Counterfeiters," "The immoralist" 
and "Pastoral Symphony." Publi- 
cation of his "Journals" in recent 
years greatly widened his world 
audience. 


He shocked and fascinated two 


generations 
with 
nis 
literary 


probings of morality and immor- 
ality. 


Recognized as one of the most 


brilliant and original philosophical 
writers of the 20th century, his 
books at one time or another de- 
fended theft, murder, homosexual- 


ity and Communism. The writings 
mirrored his twistings and torture 
in his quest for an "authentic 
life." 


His daughter Catherine and her 


husband Jean Lambert, a young 
writer, were at his bedside when 
he died. 


Gide was bom in Paris, Nov. 22, 


16t>t». Of Puritan Protestant back- 
ground, his early works preached 
a mystical purity. He later threw 
orthodoxy out the window. 


He produced criticism, plays, 


translations and newspaper edi- 
torials as well as novels. The liter- 
ary magazine "Nouvehe Revue 
Francaise." which he founded in 
1909. exercised a great influence 
on French literature foi 30 years.

Court Refuses

WASHINGTON, (AP) ^- The 


U. S. court of appeals refused 
today to halt the scheduled execu- 
tion in Germany of seven con- 
victed Nazi war criminals. 


The court upheld a ruling by 


U. S. District Judge Edward A. 
Tamm who refused last week to 
free the seven on a writ of habeas 
corpus. 


The court of appeals, however, 


left the way open for attorneys for 
the seven to carry the case to the 
supreme court. It did this by 
directing that its mandate (order 
to the lower court) he issued Fri- 
day. 


Judge Tamm ruled that federal 


courts in this country have no 
jurisdiction over 
sentences im- 


posed by military tribunals in 
enemy-occupied 
territory.
